Trimmings. 


Materials are al] important. Velvet comes 
first, often combined with felt: then there 
is velour, or taupé, as it is often called. 


Use the Demon Find. 


Clean lemon rind can be used up to advan- 
tage in many ways. Next time the handker- 
chiefs are a really bad colour shred up the 
rind of two lemons and add to the copper 
water. After boiling in this the handker- 
chiefs must be very thoroughly rinsed and 
quickly dried. Iron them whilst evenly 
damp, if possible, when the worker will be 
astonished at the whiteness of the linen. 
After removing the juice from a lemon, put 
the two halves into the washing-up water. 
It will serve to soften it, and remove food 
stains easily. Dip half a used lemon in salt 
and note how quickly brown stains and 
grease are removed from the oven fireproof 
and enamel dishes. 

Then again, when the kitchen work is done, 
and vegetables prepared, it is a piece of used 
lemon that will soften roughened hands and 
cleanse and whiten them quickly and 
thoroughly. 


To clean a clock, place a piece of cloth 
that has heen soaked in paraffin in the 
bottom. The fumes go into the clock and 
clean it. 


COAT LOOPS WHICH WILL LAST. 


As a rule the loops for hanging at the back 
of a coat neck are anything but strong. In 
future, take a piece of thin, white cord 
or closely-made string. Cover this with a 
piece of chamois leather cut from an old pair 
of gloves. Over-sew the edges neatly and 
cover againgwith a piece of material to match 
the coat Ming. Attach each end securely 
and such a loop will wear well, and in the 
ease of children, often save a hole from put- 
tng the coat on a peg when the loop has 


broken. 
BRUSSELS SPROUTS. 


To ensure that your Brussels sprouts will 
be perfectly cooked when they are not too 
reliable, make an inch-deep cut in the base of 
each one before putting them into the boiling 
water, add a small knob of sugar, and allow 
an extra seven minutes for cooking. They 
will then be adequately cooked, and their 
flavour will be much the same as that of 
home-grown sprouts.

CREAM TOFFEE. 


Put a teaspoonful of cold water into a 
clear sancepan. Put in two ounces of butter, 
one and a half tablespoonfuls of golden 
syrup, and a pound of castor sugar.

FIREBRICKS. 
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‘Brighter Hotels. 


I happened to meet a friend recently 
who had been absent from Ireland for a 
good many years, and on his return spent 
a long holiday travelling through this 
country. Such a visitor is apt to notive 
many things to which the rest of us are 
blinded by custom. My friend, while ex- 
pressing enthusiasm about his visits and 
the hospitality which he encountered, 
directed his main criticism against the 
country hotels. I tried to anticipate this 
by pointing out that the tariff in most cf 
these establishments is now quite reason- 
able, but soon found that his contention 
had nothing to do with prices. According 
to him the atmosphere of cheerfulness 
which is induced by plenty of light 
and the skilful use of bright paint 18 
almost as important to an hotel as the 
range of its menu or the quality of its 
accommodation. The Irish country inn 
is frequently a gloomy and dismal place, 
designed to admit the minimum of light, 
and rendered even more depressing hy 
some dark and dreary scheme of decora- 
tion. Only the other day I found an ex- 
ample of what my friend meant while 
Junching at a popular resort not far from 
Dublin. Outside the hotel the sun was 
shining brilliantly, but its rays hardly. 
pierced the dingy curtains on the windows 
of the public rooms, while the drab furni- 
ture and the mahogany-coloured walls 
contributed to an air of depression from 
which it was a relief to escape. It 
occurred to me that there was a good deal 
of truth in my friend’s contention. 


Che First Nelson ACemorial. 


The threatened removal of the Nelson 
Pillar prompts a correspondent to send 
me the following particulars about the 
earliest memorial which was erected to 
Nelson’s memory in the British Isles. 
When the news of the great victory of 
Trafalgar reached Cork, Captain Watson, 
then commander of the Sea Fencibles, 
proceeded at once to erect a memorjal 
arch with the assistance of his men and 
a few masons. This memorial to the great 
admiral was built upon the summit of a 
high hill in Castle Townsend demesne, 
and its erection took only five hours. The 
marble tablet embedded in it bore the 
following inscription:—‘‘ This arch, the 
first monument erected to the memory of 
Nelson after the Battle of Trafalgar, was 
sketched and planned by Captain Joshua 
Watson, R.N., and built by him and 1,200 
of the Sea Fencibles, then under his com 
mand. It was erected in five hours on 
the 10th November, 1805.”’

The lads of the village decided to teach 
him manners. Every evening a different 
man arrived about 7, ordered his pint, 
and remained standing at the counter 
until closing time. The publican could 
not very well wear an overcoat in his own 
shop, and he was compelled to stand 
shivering while he entertained the slow 
motion customer. Eventually he decided 
to provide a fire in the ‘“‘ bar parlour.” 
His customers came back. but only on 
rare occasions did they indulge in more 
than a single pint apiece. ,

to read an advertisement from a female | 


fipancier which appeared in the issue of 
Whalley’s News-Letter dated July 30th. 
1716. This woman of business notified all 
and sundry ‘‘that had occasion for any 
sum or sums of money,” that she would 
lend on “ real estate at seven per cent.” 
Then, in a spirit of philanthropy, she 
pledges herself that ‘‘ any person that has 
any money in bank, and has occasion to 
draw it out, may be furnished with the 
same sum.” Finally, she states that 


‘‘ anyone that has money to put out may 
be informed without any expense.”’ All 
desirous of doing business were to 
‘‘enquire for Mrs. Matthews in Great 
Butter Lane, at the house where the 
three trees stand at the door, where she 
is always to be found.”’ 


Armada Relics. 


A correspondent writes:—In a note in 
the Diary some time ago you mentioned 
that a Mr. Foster, a land agent in County 
Donegal, had a table made from the wood 
taken from one of the ships of the Spanish 
Armada which was wrecked on the 
Donegal coast. I was interested in your 
note; for I have seen in Dromoland 
Castle, County Clare, a table which was 
actually taken from one of the Spanish 
vessels wrecked on the coast of Clare. 
The table is magnificently carved and 
worked, is very massive, and has some 
very beautiful inlaid work in it. It belongs 
to Lord Inchiquin, the owner of Dromo- 
land Castle, and was given to an ancestor 
of his—one of the O’Briens of Clare—by 
Sheriff Clancy, who, as sheriff of the 
county, was present when the ship was 
dashed ashore off Spanish Point. The 
entire local population was also present. 
Needless to say, anything which could be 
salved was taken away, and in some of the 
houses in the West still may be seen iron 
boxes and chests which are said to be 
relics of the Armada. 

I should mention that some Spaniards 
were saved from the vessel which carried 
the table now in Dromoland Castle, but 
they were hanged by order of the deputy. 
Altogther three vessels of the Armada 
were lost on the Clare coast, and 
another six were lost on the north coast 
of Kerry. Many souvenirs of these 
wrecks are still in existence, and I wonder 
that no catalogue of them has ever been 
made.

The removal of adenoids and diseased 
tonsils and the extraction of decayed tecth 
certainly ought to help the children to 
enjoy life.

Changing Political Situation : 


“Rent Ramp’ to be 


Scotched : Dole Restrictions affect Unemployed. 


From Ovur Sprecrat CORRESPONDENT: I 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

HE Revaluation Bill, at present being 
considered by the Northern Parlia- 
ment, has been condemned by almost every 
public body in the province. It seems to 
have no friends outside the official circle, 
but it is certain to become law. The Prime 
Minister stated yesterday that notwith- 
standing the ‘‘ tornado’’ of opposition, 
the measure will be placed on the Statute 
Book, but, perhaps, not in its present 
form. A great many amendments are to 


be considered, and there is a widespread 


impression that the bill will be changed 
materially before the concluding stage. 

Members on both sides of the House 
criticised the proposal to appoint an 
additional judge to assist the Recorder of 
Belfast in the hearing of the numerous 
appeals which are anticipated after the 
first revaluation ; and it was suggested that 
one oí the High Court Judges should 
undertake the duties, but, the Supreme 
Court being a reserved service, the Belfast 
Government has no authority over it. The 
British Exchequer is compelling the re- 
valuation of Ulster, and also imposes on 
the province the unpleasant task of paying 
the cost, following the English example of 
the loca] authorities having to bear the 
burden. 


SFVERE CRITICISMS. 


The Coleraine Borough Council has been 
in the limelrght recently with criticisms 
of the Northern Government, and Unionists 
have been frankly outspoken in their 
caustic comments. At a meeting this 
week the Mayor, Alderman Christie, in 
referring to the proposed revaluation of the 
province, declared that, if Lord Craigavon 
had left a free vote to the House of 
Commons, the Revaluation Bill 
have been thrown out unceremoniously, 
but he had refused to grant the members 
that privilege. He further stated that 
the Prime Minister “ had taken up the 
petulant attitude that, if the bill was not 
passed, he would resign.’’ 

Time was, the Mayor added, when their 
leaders could say: ‘‘ We will not have 
it ’’ and ‘‘ Not an inch.” but the courave 
which inspired these battle-cries had gone. 
That is plain speaking, but it seems to 
be supported by the almost universal pro- 
test which has been made against the 
measure. One of the “ most unkind ’”’ 
cuts of all, however, was given by Alder- 
man Daniel Cunningham, who expressed 
the opinion that in Ulster they should 
display more of the independent spirit of 
the Free State, stand up for their rights, 
and let it be known that, while they could 
be led, they could not be driven. 


RENT ‘‘ PROFITEERING”’’ PROVED. 


The charge of rent “' profiteering ” in 
Belfast has been amply proved by the 
findings of the Select Committee set up 
to investigate the matter, and it has also 
been shown that methods were adopted by 
certain landlords to evade the Rent 
Restrictions Act. The Committee recom- 
mends that legislation should be passed 
to make evasion of the Act an offence, 
and also holds that the restrictions 
which were in operation prior to the pass- 
ing of the Rent Restriction Act, 1925, in 


respect of houses with a valuation between | ' er ' 
|its English visitors an interpreter who is 


£8 and £26 should be re-imposed. 

When these houses were decontrolled it 
was declared by representatives. of the 
Government and the landlords that there 
would be no victimisation of tenants, but 
it is stated in the report that ‘‘ the rents 
of houses of this class have, on the houses 
becoming decontrolled, been increased by 
an average of about 100 per cent.” 

The “ rent ramp ” has been going on in 
Belfast for a long time, and it seems that 
the only way to deal with it effectively 
is by making unreasonable demands im- 
possible. The Committee also advocates 
the building of houses for the very poor, 
to be let at about 6s. weekly. 


THE CHRISTMAS TURKEY. 


With the approach cf t!.e festive season 
the thoughts of housewives turn towards 
the supplies of Christmas fare, and this 
season they are somewhat perturbed by 
the expectation of higher prices in various 


directions, due to smaller supplies and 


other causes such as the depreciation of 
the £1, making the British market less 
remunerative to continental shippers. The 
numbers of all classes of poultry in 
Northern Ireland this season. are lower 
than those of last year. 

For instance, turkeys have declined 
from 380,996 in 1930 to 336,624 in 1931; 
geese from 146,346 to 132,990: and ducks 
from 621,703 to 572,088. The number of 
ordinary fowl, however, remains virtually 
unchanged at 7,636,858. The exceptionally 
severe weather experienced is considered 
to be primarily responsible for the 
decrease in turkeys, geese and ducks ; but, 
on the other hand, feeding-stuffs have been 
cheap and plentiful, and the birds are in 
good condition. 

In past years the large supplies ol 
turkeys from France kept the prices at a 
reasonable level, but the natural tendency 
will be to hold consignments back if they 
can be disposed of elsewhere than in Eng- 
land. It is stated that in the Free State 
there have also been decreases—turkeys to 
the extent of 7.8 per cent. and geese 5.2 
per cent. as compared with last year, so 
that both North and South have much the 
same problem before them. 


WIDESPREAD DISTRESS.

According to statements by public re- 
presentatives, the poverty and distress in 
selfast are greater and more widespread 
than ever before in the history of the city. 
In some measure this is due to the opera- 
tions of the transitional benefit scheme.

Alleged Threatening 
Letters. 


Letterkenny Court Sequel. 


From Our Own Corresponpent. 
LETTERKENNY, Thursday. 
T a Special Court, which was held in 
Letterkenny yesterday, before District 
é Justice Walsh, James Tease (21), 
farmer, of Trentagh; Patrick Cullion (24), 
ex soldier, of Magheragran, Trentagh, and 
John Doherty (28), farm Jabourer, of Cloon- 
carney. Trentagh, were charged, Tease was 
charged on four counts; two of sending 
threatening letters to James Hunter, and 
William Diver, oné of possession of fire- 
arms, with intent to endanger life or pro- 
perty, and having firearms without having a 
tirearins certificate. Cullhon and Doherty 

were charged on the two latter counts 

Hugh Cullion, father of one of the ac- 
cused men, gave evideuce, that on November 
2nd last James Tease came to his house, and 
remained for about three-quarters of an hour. 
When he was leaving he asked witness out- 
side to write a letter for him. Witness did 
not write the letter. On the following even- 
ing, when he was going to Trentagh, Tease 
accosted him, and told him he wanted him to 
write a letter to a man named Hunter. Tease 
at the time bad a double barrelled gun. He 
also told witness that John L. Tease took the 
farm from his (Tease’s) father, and he wanted 
to send a letter to Hunter to frighten him, 
in order that his father would get the farm 
back, Witness did not know who Hunter 
was. Tease then took witness up to his 
mill, and there he dictated letters to James 
Hunter and William Diver. Both envelopes 
were addressed to these men, c o Mr. J. L. 
Tease, of Ballinafad. He identified the letters 
produced as the ones defendant had dictated 
to him, and which was written by witness. 
The letters were headed :—‘* Genera] Head-

the letters, which, ie 
said, he got from the postman early in 
November. Witness did not deliver the 
letters to Hunter or Diver. He opened and 
read them. He saw a reference to “uvwted 
arin.” James Hunte and William Liver 
worked the farm for witness for three yews, 
and the first intimation he got of any trouble 
in connection with the farm was recently. 
Ils nanded the letters to the sergeant at 
Kilmacrennan barracks after the raid on Mrs. 
Hariey. 

‘ihe Justice Was this John Tease any 
relative of yours’ —Yes; he believed he was 
of the same stock, but not a close relative. 

Mrs. Mary WHarley, of Rathdonnell, 
Trentagh, gave evidence that she was a 
widow with five children: On the night of 
27ili November last about 9 p.m. masked 
men visited her. One of the men asked if 
Mr Hunter was in, and also was it far to 
Mr. Tease’s. Witness replied over the road, 
adding that there were two Mr. leases. One 
of the men had a white cloth on his face. 
One had a pistol, the other two had what 
looked like guns. 

The Justice, having heard further evidence, 
returned Tease for trial in personal bail of 
£200. with two sureties of £100 each. Cullion 
and Doherty were remanded on personal bail 
of £100 and two sureties of £50 each. No 
bail was forthcoming for Cullion, and he was 
remanded in custody,

i T to-day's meeting of the Cork County 


Council it was decided to increase the 
overdraft at the bank to £120,000. 

The Secretary explained that since last 
meeting a sum of £22,905 had been received 
from the Free State Department of Local 
Government on account of the agricultural 
grant, and this, together with other receipts, 
reduced the Council’s present overdraft to 
£70,000. On the other hand, large payments 
would have to be made in respect of direct 
labour works, and there also were demands 
from the Boards of Public Assistance, the 
County Board of Health, and the Mental 
Hospital. In order to meet all these pay- 
ments he advised applying for an overdraft 
of £120,000, as the rates were coming in very 
slowly. 

Several members expressed dissatisfaction 
at the collection, of rates, and it was stated 
that the Urban District Councils also were 
very backward in their payments, only 
£5.173 having been paid out of a total of 
£27.576. Tie rates collected to date amount 
tu £132,414, and £161,432 still was outstand- 
ing.

Libel cn Irish Bacon 
Trade.

Mr. Dulanty’s Letter. 


Commissioner, London, has written to 
the Limerick Corporation the follow- 
ing letter, in reply to the resolution ge: 
by that body protesting against the libel on 
the Irish bacon trade which had appeared in 
a Bolton evening paper :— 
“I have to lelor to an Irish newspaper 
report of the proceedings at your committee 
relative to a statement vhich appeared in a 
Bolton newspaper—that Russian bacon was 
being Sainis ns into An Saorstat and re- 
exported as Irish, I should like to inform 
you that the letter referred to has been the 
subject of an inquiry by me since it appeared 
in this newspaper. I have had strict investi- 
gations made in Great Britain, and a full 
report has been given to the Department of 
Agriculture and the Department of Industry 
and Commerce for necessary action. 

‘You will appreciate that it is always 
difficult to trace the exact source of a rumour 
of this kind, especially when the writer does 
not give his name, and my investigations are 
still being carried out. I may say, however, 
that a further letter has appeared. from the 
writer of the first letter Ac wise his state- 
ment by saying that it was not Russian 
bacon, but Czecho-Slovakian bacon which was 
being imported into the North Wall and re- 
exported as Irish. In this letter he admitted 
the bacon was not Irish stamped as Irish 
when it was re-exported. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that co-operation between myself and 
the Home Departments will eventually clear 
up the matter, and put a stop, once and for 
ead ap such suggestions regarding our bacon 
trade.” 

In a postscript the High Commissioner 
states that the editor of the paper in question 
had published a note of regret for the publi- 
cation of the paragraph to which exception 
was taken.

with orders. The “ Order of the Crown 
of Stuart,” as the Manchester Guardian 
observes, is an unofficial institution— 
unless can call that official which 
assuredly would have borne the benison of 
departed royalty. It is owned and invented 
by the Royal Stuart Society, whose 
members are descendants of old Cavalier 
and Jacobite families, and its purpose is 
~ to encourage chivalry ” and to honour 
the memory of all Stuart kings. It will 
have three classes, and can be earned “‘ for 
services to art, literature, history, for 
social and national services.” Whether 
these qualifications will clash with the 
apparently superior claim of ancestry is 
not made clear. It is still Jess clear 
whether the various qualifying services 
must have a good Cavalier or Jacobite 
foundation: for example, will the scion of 
Jacobites, who narrates the fortunes of 
the House of Hanover, be entitled to 
decoration? The way of the selection com- 
mittee promises to be hard. It cannot fail 
to happen that some Prime Minister or 
Chancellor of the Exchequer of im- 
peccable Cavalier stock will put in a claim 
for decoration on the ground of ‘‘ national 
services.” How will his claim be recon- 
ciled with the Order's dedication to the 
memory of all Stuart kings? Another 
small point is brought out by the 
Manchester Guardian. In Britain the 
recipients of foreign orders must apply for 
permission to wear them; and the last 
Stuart king was—in popular speech, if not 
in law—*‘* the king over the water.” Must 
the owners of these Royal Stuart decora- 
tions beseech the House of Windsor for 
permission to wear them?

The case for the return of Sir Hugh 
Lane’s pictures to Dublin, the statement 
says, involves the consideration of a series 
of events extending over a period of thirty 
years, when the idea first occurred to him 
of establishing in Ireland a great collec- 
tion of modern paintings for the purpose 
of stimulating a national interest in art 
and fostering a national school of paint- 
ing. In 1903 he had gathered together 
the nucleus of such a collection and 
exhibited it in Dublin. In 1906 the 
Municipal Council formally accepted his 
proposals for the foundation of a gallery 
of modern art. Before he died, in May. 
1915, he had made that collection one of 
the richest of its kind in the world. 

Though his generosity to his country 
was unbridled, he laid down, ass he was 
entitled to do, certain preliminary con- 
ditions, on which depended the formal 
transter of a portion of his benefaction, 
consisting of thirty-nine masterpieces of 
the modern Continental schools, now 
generally known as the Lane pictures. It 
should not, however, be forgotten that 
some eighty works of art now in the 
Municipal Gallery were presented or 
bequeathed outright by Lane, and that 
some fifty of the finest vLn¢ures in the 
National Gallery of Irelam§ were also 
gifts and bequests from him. In addition, 
he endowed the National Gallery, by his 
will, with a considerable sum for the pur- 
chase of works by the Old Masters. 


Lane’s true desire : secondly, it was argued 
that our failure to provide a gallery within 
five years of his death defeated our night. 


COMMISSION’S REPORT. 


Yielding to pressure the British Govern- 
ment, in 1924, set up a Commission to 
report and advise on the dispute. That 
Commission reported—I quote their own 
words—that '“ Sir Hugh Lane, in signing 
the codicil on 3rd February, 1915, 
thought he was making a legal disposi- 
tion.’ The report contained in addition 
a great deal of highly disputatious and 
irrelevant matter. The Commissioners 
declined to recommend the British Govern- 
ment to give legal effect to Lane’s wishes. 

The net result of the inquiry is that the 
only argument which could possibly be 
used against Ireland's claim to these 
pictures 1 he ab suitable 
gallery in which to house them. That 
argument might be fairly by 
pointing out the difficulties of the times 
following Sir Hugh Lane’s death, and the 
special and paramount preoccupations 
which occupied this country for several 
vears afterwards. It might also be urged 
| that the building of a gallery to receive 
pictures to which our claim was disputed 
would be an improvident act. But we do 
not choose to rely upon such arguments.

Mr. HEFFERNAN—That 


clearly rot in otuer, 


TRANSFER OF IRISH LIGHTS.

FREE STATE HOUSING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—In reply to the interesting and unpor- 
tant letters of my courteous critics, Mr. 
Butler and Civis,” may I say that my 
feelings are entirely with them? Like them 
| used to advocate cottages outside, rather 
than flats within the boundary of the old 
city; but facts have forced me to modify my 
opinion, and I am convinced that the right 
policy is to proceed along both lines, Mr. Butler 
underrates the difficuliies which he admits. 
Take, for example, the Gloucester street area, 
which the Corporation have, thank God, 
marked out for early clearance. Personal 
inquiry in typical houses has made it clear 
to me that of the families who inhabit those 
crumbling tenements only a small proportion 
would be willing to move to cottages at a 
long distance from their work; and J] was 
obliyed to admit that the reasons given were 
practical—early hours, cost of transport, need 
of being on the spot, mid-day meals, oppor- 
tunity for women and children to find work— 
these are serious considerations in the family 
budget of the casual labourer. 

lt is the presence in Dublin of so large a 
bulk of unskilled and casual labour that 
makes it necessary to have housing near 
the centre. Yet I did meet with families 
who said they would gladly move further out, 
and could afford to do so if given the chance. 
Here may J publish a complaint which has 
reached me? Such families, unless they have 
at least four children under twenty-one, are 
automatically disqualified from obtaining 
cottages in some, at least, of the newly com- 

leted schemes. Instead, large families have 
een taken in, who are often unable, just by 
reason of their size, to pay the rent, the re- 
being frequently the admission of 
unauthorised lodgers to help the finances and 
overcrowd the house. Though Mr. Butler 
and “ Civis’’ claim that a cottage is cheaper, 
the fact remains that no suburban cottages 
have yet been provided at a rent which the 
really poor can afford to pay, especially when 
a daily tram or 'bus is added to the cost. 
The Corporation have promised flats at 7s. 
6d., and though it would be presumptuous 
for me to argue with Mr. Butler on the point, 
is it really impossible to hope that flats in 
Dublin may come to cost less than £450? In 
the November issue of an English housing 
paper | see a description of flats at Exeter 
costing £350 and at Southampton £275, and 
three-roomed flats for aged persons £175 (ex- 
clusive in the latter case of the cost of land. 
roads, and sewers). Cannot our Dublin 
builders and workmen again get together to 
consider whether they can siar out a 
scheme for lower wages and lower profits 
when erecting workmen’s dwellings? 

Again, let us remember the conditions to 
which our T)ublin tenement folk are accus- 
tomed. If we can give each family a water 
supply and sanitation of its own, with a 
separate means of access to each flat, and 
spacious and secure common playgrounds, we 
shall have made a very tolerable existence 
possible, without moving them too far from 
the environment: in which they and their 
friends have grown up, and to which they 
are attached by a sentiment surprisingly 
strong. The worst evils of a tenement house 
are the common vard and the common hall 
door and passage—-both a terror to those who 
have bad neighbours--but a well-designed 
block of flats can eliminate both.Let us deal 
in realities. It has been definitely announced 
that the Corporation Housing Committee 
inean to try the flat system. Í would urge 
on Mr. Butler, therefore, that since (as he 
himself admits at the end of his letter) we 
must have some central flats, he would do 
well to devote his expert knowledge and the 
influence of his name to securing (1) that 
these should be of the right type, (2) that they 
should only be adopted where ample room for 
the central playground, etc., can be secured, 
(ó) that, simultaneously, cheaper cottages on 
sites as near the citv as possible be provided 
for those who can afford to move. It is not 
a case of flats versus cottages; we shall need 
both.—Yours, etc.,

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THE FREE STATE BUTTER TARIFF 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 
Sik,—Is it not time that the Government 

looked into the matter of the tariff on 

imported butter, and sought a means of 
rerredying some, at least, of the palpable 
injustices to which it has given ~ise? The 
price of best Irish creamery butter in .)ublin 
shops yesterday was ls, 6d. per 1b., and I am 
informed that in London the best Danish 
can be bought for ls, 2d. per lb. To me it 
is strange that we, living in an agricultural] 
country, should have to pay for our 
own butter than industrial England pays for 
imported. There is no doubt that the tariff 
has been misused. It was primarily imposed, 
| understand, to encourage winter dairying, 
but has it done so? In the late summer 
months the exporters of butter, instead of 
selling their produce as usual on the English 
market, put it into cold store, knowing full 
well that they would reap a far richer 
harvest here than ever they could by export. 

Now we have that butter being released 

from store. !t is being sold in a protected 

market, with no competition to keep “wn 
the price, and we are paying 1s. 6d. a round 
for it. It would be interesting to know 
exactly how much ground has been Jost on 
the i:nglish market by the refusal ce“ our 
exporters to supply it in the late summer, 
and how much the fall in the exports will 
affect our already unfavourable trade balance 
with England 

Everyone realises, of course, that the Irish 
farmer must get a fair price for his produce. 

He is “the backbone of the country ”; but 

he is not all of it. What about the poor 

in the cities? Surely they deserve a little 
consideration: surely we need not pamper 
the farmer to such an extent that the poor 
must needs buy margarine in one of the 
chief butter-producing countries in Europe. 

There is cheap food for the worker in 

England. Only yesterday the German 

Chancellor made proposals reducing the cost 

of living, although admittedly also the 

standard. - Here, in the Irish Free State, 
though we have the economy all right—wages 
are dropping, for those of us who have any 


more 
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wages to get--food pric.s are going up, to 
keep the farmer on his feet. Farmers in all 
countries have their backs to the wall, but 
the Irish farmer will have us believe that he 
is a martyr, and clamours. for a tariff. He 
has got it. We are paring high prices) for 
our own butter, and we shall pay higher. The 
farmer and the creamery have only, a: yet, 
started to see how deep our pockets really 
are, and, by the time they have found out, 
we shall all be eating margarine. There :s

pointed in pursuance of the resolution to 
take charge of the Lane picture claim :— 
“That, in view of the gó Pang com. 
pletion of the Municipal Gallery of Modern 
Art and Civic Museum, this Council hereby 
appoints a committee to prepare the UCor- 
poration’s case and make ofner arrangements 
necessary for the return of the 30 Lane 
pictures to the special. room in the Gallery 
set aside for their permanent exhibition. ' 

If certain gentlemen had succeeded in 
their attempt to have the City Arclutect's 
requisition for £35,000 reduced by about 
half, we should not even have been able to 
erect a special room to contain the ‘39 
Lane Bequest pictures,” and thus should 
have been deprived of our chief argument 
for the return of this exceedingly valuable 
property to the Dublin ratepayers. It is

GIFTS AND DUTIES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Christmas is almost here, and ouce 
again we Irish exiles have the unenviable 
task of trying to select presents for our 
relatives and friends in the homeland. 
Selections are, of course, readily made, and 
as quickly discarded as soon as it is realised 
that the article is dutiable in Ireland. How 
can one send a present as a token of friend- 
ship and good-will when it involves the 
recipient in the loss of 3s. by way of duty? 

It will be realised that the main cause of 
the hardship is twefold—(l) the clothing 
duty, and (2) the minimum duty of 2s. 6d. 
L suppose that quite 90% ot Christmas 
presents are chosen from the many articles 
of personal dress now worn, principally be- 
cause of the personal element entering into 
the transaction. As the minimum duty bars 
this class of present, recourse has to be had 
to the non-dutiable articles, and I can assure 
you that it is a real problem to try to choose, 
say, twenty presents from this list. It 
generally means that many friends get 
things which they do not want, and they 
do not get the things that we should like to 
send them. For example, I send a boy a 
tie costing 3s. If no i má were involved, I 
could forward this at a cost of 2d. postage. 
As it is now, being dutiable, it must go by 
parcel post. The postage is 6d., and on top 
ot that the recipient has to puy 2s. 6d. 
minimum duty and 6d. P.O. clearance fee. 
Thus an article worth, perhaps, 2s. 6d., when 
sent as a present to a friend in Ireland, 
acquires the preposterous value of 6s. 

The main difficulty arises, I think, through 
applying a law and _ “réguilation intended 
primarily for commercial transactions to 
personal and private transactions. I would 


| submit that the Free State revenue would 


suffer no loss and the Christmas gift and 
birthday problems of your Irish exiles would 
he considerably lightened if we could have 
one of the following concessions :— 

(1) Exemptions from duty where the parce] 
is addressed from a private individnal to a 
private individual, and the value does not 
exceed, say, 10s. 

(2) Suspension of the minimum duty and 
the collection of actual duty oniy on private 
parcels. 

Every Irishman abroad would surely he 
glad if the Jrish Times were instrumental in 
securing some concession for us in this

seven young men from Tipperary were 
promulgated yesterday. 

John Allen and James Ryan were found 
“not guilty.” 

Michael Coffey, Timothy Buckley, Thomas 
Sullivan, Martin Connors and Malachy Horan 
were convicted, but were released on giving 
an undertaking to keep the peace for three 
years and come up for sentence when called 
upon to do so. Tney were bound in sums of 
£00 personal security and two sureties of 
£25 each, 

The meu had been charged with perjury, as 
alleged, by rescinding statements made In 
injormatious sworn before a Peace Commis- 
sioner when the cases came before the Dis- 
trict Courts. 

When the case against Horan was con- 
tinued yesterday, Mr. (O'Callaghan, who de 
fended, addressing the Court, said that Mr. 
Kinlay when questioning the prisoner had 
not asked him what happened at the parades. 
Had that question been asked there was no 
doubt that the prisoner would have answered 
that drilling took place and that Jack 
Harding drilled the men. Sometimes, 
said = Mr. O'Callaghan, parades and drill- 
ing had taken piace, but there was no 
evidence to show that the men had not 
adjourned to Conny Bvien’s outhouse to dis- 
cuss hurling, etc. Horan was a fairly old 
man and it was not likely that he would Le 
evgaged in parades and drilling.

FOUND NOT GUILTY. 


John Allen, Glassdrum, Co. Tipperary, 
pieaded not guilty to a charge of perjury in 
respect of the same case at Clonmel. The 
words alleged against him were: ‘‘I never 
saw O'Callaghan, D.C.C., at Tipperary cr 
elsewhere’’; (b) “T was in the Guard station 
in Tipperary on February 9th last. I never 
drilled.”’ : 

Mr. Finlay said that the case was some- 
what different from the preceding one. Allen, 
he said, had made an information on February 
9th last in which he stated that he joined the 
I.R.A. in July, 1930, and Mick Ryan signed 
him on. He attended the first meeting at 
Conny Brien's. ‘There were five or six 
persons present with Thomas Ryan, Jack 
Rvan (Cat), Conny Brien and Jack Harding. 
He attended five meetings, and Jack Harding 
drilled them on everv occasion. He saw a 
rifle in Conny Brien’s house one night 
After getting married in October he attended 
only one meeting. Following this informa 
tion, said Mr. Finlay, Allen made a deposi- 
tion in Tipperary Court on February 17th, in 
which he said that he did not know who 
asked him to join the I.R.A., and that he 
attended no meeting of that organisation. 
He denied having made a sworn statement 
on February 19th, and said the signature 
produced was not his. Somebody had asked 
him if he was a Volunteer, and he said he 
was. 

Mr. Finlay went on to say that in cross- 
examination by Mr. Frewen for the defence. 
Allen told the Court at Clonmel he did not 
understand what he was doing when he was 
making the information. 


AN INFORMATION, 

Mr. Callaghan, District Court Clerk in Tip- 
prey proved an information made by Allen 

efore Mr. Mortell, Peace Commissioner. 

Cross-examined hy Mr, Comyn, witness said 
that when the information was being taken 
the only people in the room were the late 
Superintendent Curtin, Mr. Mortell and him- 
self, along with five or six other prisoners. 
There were other police officers in the guard- 
room. 

Mr. Comyn asked witness 1f there was any- 
thing particularly striking about his appear- 
ance that would have drawn the prisoner's 
attention to him at the time. 

Witness replied that he knew of nothing 
outstanding about his appearance. 

Mr. Comyn—You are just the ordinary 
good-looking young man’?’—Well, I don’t pre- 
sume to be an Adonis altogetner. (Langhter.) 

Mr. P. O. H. Peters, District Court Clerk 
at Clonmel, gave formal evidence as to the 
taking of the deposition at the court hearing, 

Detective Hartigan said that when he 
arrested defendant on 28th April last on the 
charge of perjury he made no statement. 


ALSO NOT GUILTY. 

James Ryan was arraigned on a stailar 
charge, and pleaded “ Not guilty.” 

Mr. Finlay, opening the case, remani-ed 
that this case was decidedly different. In 
fact, there would be several points on which 
it would be impossible to produce evidence 
sufficiently strong to prove guilt. The 
defendant had said that he did not know who 
Mr. Mortell was, though he made the de- 
position before him, and the probable explana- 
tion of that was that he was not familiar 
with Mr. Mortell’s appearance.

Winter Assizes this morning, before 
Lord Chief Justice Moore. 

The first witness called for the defence was 
Assim Redvan, who said he was 4 Turk, 
Witness remembered a row between Musa and 
a circus employé named Kendricks, and after 
that he advised Musa to clear away for a few 
days. Musa borrowed witness’s car and 
£30, and went with Cullens to Ireland. On 
the 4th November last witness called on inn 
in Belfast, and had a conversation with hin 
about the case. 

In cross-examination witness was asked— 
Did you say “if Ryan would say Cullens 
stopped in his hotel on Wednesday night, 
and that Ryan accompanied him to the dog 
races on Wednesday, every thing would be 
all right for Cullens ?—1 did not; I told bum 
I wanted to find out if Cullens lived in his 
house and went to the dog races with him 
that night or not, and Ryan said no. 

Did you tell him if he changed his state- 
ment no harm would come to him?—I1 did 
not. I just told him to tell the truth. 

Did you tell him that if he told this story 
he would be compensated for his trouble and 
loss of time ?—I told him if he told the truth 
no harm would come to him. It was not to 
get Ryan to change his statement that I 
went to see him. 


UNRELIABLE EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Fox, addressing the jury for the de- 
fence, said the Crown case was based on 
circumstantial evidence, part of which was 
given by witnesses who were unreliable, and 
some who had made bona fide mistakes. The 
Crown's case was that prisoner was a 
monster. and not a human being, and that 
this crime was premeditated. Counsel 
emphasised the fact tha. Assim Redvan 
er a Crown witness, was not called for 
the Crown because his evidence would have 
destroyed the edifice built up by the Crown 
against prisoner. 

Counsel, whose address occupied over three 
yours, urged that Rosie McGoldrick’s ev}- 
dence could not be relied on, as she was a 
thoroughly unreliable witness. 

The Attorney-General. having closed for 
the Crown, the Lord Chief Justice summed 
up. and the jury, after half an hour's de- 
liberation returned a verdict “ Guilty.” 

Prisoner, who was very pale, but betrayed 
nu other trace of emotion, on being asked 
by the Clerk if he had anything to say ‘why 
sentence of death should not be pronounced, 
declared in a clear voice: *‘ All I can say 1s 


that what I said on my oath yesterday was | 


the gospel truth. I am not guilty.” 
His lordship said that, in his opinion, the 
verdict was perfectly right and justified, and 


he could hold out no hope for the prisoner | 


that sentence would not be carried out. 
Assuming the black cap, his lordship sen- 
tenced prisoner to be hanged on 29th De- 
cember. 

His lordship specially commended to the 
notice of the authorities the clever work of 
the detectives engaged in the case. 

He excused the jury from giving service 
for ten years.

ESUMING the debate on the Labour 
R Party's motion of censure in the 

Commons, Mr. George Lansbury pressed 
the demand for a definite Government policy. 
lí, he said, the country wanted tarifts, for 
goodness sake let the Government get on with 
it. When it came to a question of dealing 
with the trade and industry of the country 
he thought that the time had come for State 
interference and the reorganisation, under 
national control, of the Iron, steel and coal 
industries. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain (Chancellor of the 
Exchequer) said that the subject of currency 
aud exchange was one which seemed to offer 
numerous illustrations of the old saying: ‘* A 
little knowledge is a dangerous thine.” They 
had two suggestions on Wednesday from Sir 
Stafford Cripps. one of which was the national 
control of currency in the country and the 
ether a system of barter. With regard to the 
first, he could imagine nothing more likely 
to send the pound after the rouble, and, with 
regard to the second, whilst barter might 
encourage a certain amount of international 
trade, it should be remembered that we were 
a great creditor country, and a system which 
produced nothing for the payment of debt was 
not in the public interest. 


CONFUSION OF THOUGHT. 

The censure motion, he said, disclosed some 

confusion of thought. It linked up the 
approaching winter with the question of 
currency. Well, he could offer no hope 
of the Government’s discovering a plan by 
which the approach of winter could be deferred 
but, so far as the currency was concerned. 
members opposite should remember that the 
internal and externa] value of the pound was 
not quite the same thing, and they should 
not be led into faulty reasoning which might 
result in faulty action. He was not convinced 
that the recent fall in the exchange value of 
the pound was such as to give rise to serious 
apprehension, though he agreed that the 
circumstances were not altogether satisfac- 
tory. 
No Government, and no one countrv bv 
itself, could find a remedy for the existing 
state of affairs. What was really at the 
bottom of our international financial troubles 
was the non-settlement of the reparations 
question, which was bound up with that of 
War debts. Steps had been taken in this 
matter, and it was hoped that the Special 
Advisory Committee now sitting under the 
Young Plan would be able to report soon after 
the end of the year. In the meantime, the 
Government would pursue its policy of main 
taining, as steadily as possible, the internal 
purchasing power of the pound. 

The Government's long-term policy for the 
correction of the adverse balance of trade was 
under consideration, and he hoped to make an 
early statement when the House met again 
after the recess. We remained the greatest 
creditor nation in the world. When world 
conditions settled down he had no doubt that 
sterling would resume its place as the prin- 
cipal standard of international credit. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. R. K. Law, a son of the late Mr. 
Bonar Law, in a maiden speech, gave his 
whole-hearted support to the Government. As 
member for South-West Hull, he devoted the 
main portion of his speech to a plea for the 
protection of the fishing industry. He made 
a very good impression, and was cheered on 
resuming his seat.

SHEEP AND LAMBS.—There was little 
actual change in the sheep market, where 
supplies were close on 100 ae less. There 
was a full attendance of both home and ship- 
ping buyers, but trade was again without 
competitive activity, and buyers perhaps had 
some advantage in money question concern- 
ing heavy mutton, on which butchers were 
far from keen, but choice small weights of 
hoggets and lambs could not be purchased 
at anything below previous rates. Shipping 
offtake for the latter was steady enough, but, 
of course, prices were far from satisfactory, 
the general run being from 20s. to 30s. per 
head. Ewes offered very good value for 
money, but few buyers wanted same, and 
business closed very disappointingly, con- 
sidering the near approach of Christmas, 
there being another large carry-over -of 
unsold — animals. Prime mutton 6d. 
to 7d., exceptional 7d. lb., secondary and 
poorer qualities 5d. to 6d.; wethers 40s. to 
52s. 6d. each, hoggets 30s. to 40s., extra 42s. 
to 48s., ewes 20s. to 40s., and lambs 20s. to 
35s. One pen of 12 fancy lambs from Mul- 
lingar made 43s. per head. 

DAIRY CATTLE.—There were about 280 
head of milch cattle brought on market here. 
Buyers in both home and shipping interest 
were apparently in good attendance, but 
trade nevertheless lacked energy, and bid- 
dings generally were not so free as 
viously, this being due to the near approach 
of Christmas. Sellers tried hard to maintain 
late rates, but, owing to the cautious atti- 
tude of buyers, prices dropped 10s. to 20s. 
per head on -best cows and heifers. Small 
and doubtful beasts were in larger numbers, 
and salesmen had little hopes of clearing 
same, even at lower prices. Best cows £23 
to £27 per head, heifers £19 to £23, secon- 
dary sorts £15 to £18, and smalls, etc., £9 
to £14. 

PIGS.—Market gave 1,501 head of swine 
to draw upon, but a large proportion were of 
coarse or otherwise unsuitable character, and 
proved tedious and irregular to cash. There 
was a full attendance of buyers in both home 
and shir ing interests, and anything suitable 
commanded fairly satisfactory support in 
early morning sales. Business, however, 
slumped later, and prices closed about 2s. per 
ewt. against sellers; who found it difficult to 
clear. Sows were in fair supply, but not 
much wanted, late rates being maintained 
with difficulty. Slips and bonhams continue 
far in excess of demand, and poor prices are 
being accepted to effect sales. Prime light- 
weight hogs 54s. to 56s., occasionally 53s. 
per cwt., heavier weights 43s. to 45s., extra 
46s., sows 36s. to 38s., slips and bonhams 
12s. to 20s., with extras up to 27s. 6d. and 
30s. each.

POULTRY, ‘CAGE “BIRDS, DAIRY. 


MIXING THE FOOD. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
lrish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
savs :'— 

One advantage of this sort of food is that 
the birds like it and enjoy it, which is 
important, but the way it 1s made and 
fed has a vreat influence in this direction. 
They do not like sloppy, thin stuff, nor, 
on the other hand, should it be too hard 
and dry. ‘The proper consistency is a 
soft, muist, spongy substance. The meals 
when mixed together should have boiling 
water poured on them, and if done at 
night it should be kept warm in an oven 
or boiler till morning. If this 1 not 
convenient, it may be covered in a hay- 
box and warmed up again in the morning. 
If not mixed till the morning it should 
be kept hot for about half an hour before 
feeding-time, so that the meals are partly 
cooked The addition of boiled vege- 
tables, such as cabbage, and, occasionally, 
mashed potatoes, makes the mash more 
accepta le, and a spoonful of mustard to 
every six fowls helps the digestibility of 
the food.
